EVIDENCE FROM ANCIENT 
MANUSCRIPTS 


A>. 
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(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Evidence was heard on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs in the action of Miss Margaret Little 
and others for a declaration that they are 
entitled to a several fishery in the River 
Moy; in the Counties of Mayo and Sligo. 
The defendants, George Cooper and other 
persons, residing. in the Ballina district, 
and the Attorney-General, plead that there is 
a public right of fishing in the waters in 
which the plaintiffs claim a several fishery. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Price, K.C., Mr. 
Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed 
by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co.) ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs; Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. 
Fawsitt (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) for the Attorney-General; and Mr. T. 
J. Conolly (instructed by Messrs. Ruttledge 
and Corr) for George Cooper and the other 
original defendants. 

James fF. Morrissey, Assistant-Deputy- 
Keeper of Records in the Record Office. 
Dublin, gave evidence of the destruction of 
a number of documents, relied on by Counsel 
for the plaintiffs, in the Four Courts fire in 
1922. These included a document, dated 
1606, relating to the Cong inquisition of that 
year, and other documents, dated 1611, 161, 
1641 and 1661. Witness produced a record, 
made between 1811 and 1831, of extracts 
from certain of the destroyed documents. 

Mr. George H. Burnett, superintendent of 
the Quit Rent Office, produced other docu- 
ments bearing on the case, including the 
Patent Rolls of Chancery in Ireland, which 
contained an entry of the lease of the Moy 
Fishery to John King and John Bingley in 
1608, and this included ‘‘ Tithes of the fish- 
ing of the old river, bay or creek, called 
Moy, heretofore parcel of the estate of the 
Abbey of Cong.”’ 

In cross-examination by Mr. Kelly, the wit- 
ness said that this lease from King James 
to King and Bingley was for a term of 116 
years, and it dealt with a tithe of the fish- 
ing of the Mov. 

Mr. Kelly—And you have a document pur- 
porting to be a grant of Charles 1. of letters 
patent to Sir Maurice Eustace of Cong 
Abbey of all the tithes of the fishing of the 
River Moy? ; 

Mr. Burnett said that he would produce a 
rental in which there was a note to that 
effect. 

Mr. Kelly—You will agree with me that 
both the lease to Bingley and the letters 
patent to Eustace cannot stand together ? 

The witness said that one of them might 
be a reversion expectant on the determina- 
tion of the lease. ; 

Louis McKee, of the firm of Beauchamp 
and Orr, solicitors to Lady Gormanston, pro- 
duced the Gormanston Register, a manu- 
script volume compiled early in the 13th 
century, and a translation of the manuscript. 

Mr. Price, K.C., said that this manuscript 
was of extraordinary value, because it was 
very hard to get copies of the ancient grants 
to. which it referred. 

Mr. Phelps—It is a unique manuscript. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the manu- 
script need not leave the custody of the 
witness, 

Michael Duignan, M.A., who had carried 
out research work -in relation to medieval 
and modern history and edited manuscripts 
for the Irish Manuscripts Commission, gave- 
evidence of having inspected in the British 
Museum what purported to be a copy of the 
Cong Rental, and produced a translation he 
had made from the Latin. 

The further hearing was adjourned vutil 
to-day,

The land jn Northern Ireland which has be- 
come available for afforestation purposes is 
much more suitable for the growing of solt 


wood trees than hard woods. Soft woods 
mature earlier, and the returns from them 
are, therefore, realised more quickly. More- 
over, certain species of soft woods are in 
great demand for building purposes, box: 
making, pit props, etc., and, besides, word 


pulp, which has so many and varied uses.

ACREAGE INCREASING

crop How this figure compares with other 
parts of the country we do not know, as 
returns are not available; but it is useful as 
indicating what can be done in a country 
which. has not hitherto been remarkable tor 
grain- growing. 

Before the present wheat campaign started 
three vears ago the Free State produced 
370,000 ewts. of wheat per annum, or less 
than a fortnight’s supply. Under the stimulus 
of guaranteed prices it has now reached 2 
million ewts. of wheat, or about three months: 
supply. ‘This made it possible for the Minister 
for Agriculture to raise the millers’ queta of 
home-grown wheat, so that at present the 
bread in the country contains approxunately 
25 per ceut. of home-grown wheat. 


Three Months’ Supply 
Mr. T. O'Connell. Chief Agricultural In- 


spector, Department ot Agriculture, im a 
broadcast from Athlone, stated that a largely 
increased acreage is expected in the present 
year, and, in anticipation of this increase, 
the Minister for Agriculture recently made 
an Order requiring in the cerea: years suc- 
ceeding the 1936 harvest the use by millers of 
334 per cent. of home-grown wheat. 

Notwithstanding the unfavourable sowing 
season, the area of about 220,000 acres of 
wheat which this Order envisages will prob- 
ably be reached, but we shall still have to 
import an eight months’ suppry 

Mr. O’Connell pointed out that the demand 
for home-grown wheat during the coming 
season will be sufficient to absorb every bushel 
of millable wheat offered for sale. 


No Danger from Bad Harvest 


So far as it-is humanly possible to do so, 
he said, the effects of bad harvest weather 
have been guarded againt. Millers are 
legally obliged to provide adequate drying 
and storage accommodation for home-grown 
wheat. They are also required to purchase 
in ‘the period immediately succeeding 
harvest a large ‘proportion of their quota 
of such wheat. This proportion is 
such as is calculated to absorb all wheat 
offered for sale in the period, even allowing 
for bad harvest weather and the natural 
desire of growers to get rid of their wheat in 
such circumstances. The importance of these 
provisions of the Cereals Act cannot be over- 


emphasised, and farmers who—influenced by 
the present unfavourable sowing season— 
fear also a bad harvest, and, therefore, 


hesitate to sow wheat at all, should bear 
them in mind. 

Most farmers who have grown wheat are 
aware that winter varieties are the more satis- 
factory. -As a rule, they stand better than 
spring varieties, mature earlier and produce 
a heavier yield. What is more important still, 
a number of winter varieties suitable fo 
cultivation in this country are available, and 
there is no difficulty in procuring reliable 
seed. Farmers who grew good crops of 
winter wheat last season may, of course, use 
some of the produce for seed purposes. 

Apart from their general inferiority as 
compared with winter wheats, the principal 
difficulty in regard to spring varieties is the 
scarcity of reliable seed.

Even when weather conditions are suitable, 
it is not always feasible to remove the root or 
potato crop in time to permit the sowing of 
wheat in autumn, and during the past three 
seasons excellent crops were obtained in cases 
where sowing took place up to the middle of 
February or even later. 

The principal winter variety grown in the 
Saorstat—namely, Queen Wilhelmina, or 
white stand up, may be sown with safety up 
to the middle of February in all districts, and 
even a week later in Southern counties. 
Squarehead Master, which is, perhaps, the 
most reliable winter wheat on the lighter soils, 
may be sown in all districts up to the end of 
February. 

Winter wheat may, therefore, be sown

About 40,000 acres of woods are privately 
owned. The encouragement of afforestation 
by private owners in Northern Ireland is 
justifiable, because there exists a consider- 
able area of high quality forestable Jand made 
up of small, scattered areas, which, although 
too. small for inclusion in the State scheme. 
could be economically planted and worked by 
private owners. to whom, under present con. 
ditions, they yield little, if any. profit. To 
stimulate the planting of such areas, the 
Government have introduced a system of 
grants payable in respect of clearing and 
planting carried out by private land-owners 
who already have in their possession a suffi- 
cient acreage of woods to make the utilisation 
of further areas for afforestation a commercial 
proposition.

Tá importance of good seed cannot be 


should be free from admixture with the 
seeds of undesirable plants and those ~of 
noxious weeds. In the case of cereals, the 


presence of a different kind of seed in the 
particular grain crop it is proposed to grow 
is undesirable, especially if the produce of 
ihe crop is intended for seed purposes. The 
presence of weed seeds in cereals is largely 
vespcnsible for the subsequent prevalence of 
weeds in a well-tilled farm. 

Germination applies to the capability of 
each to grow when sown under favourable 
conditions. (Germination may be impaired in 
several ways—for instance, unripened or old 
seeds, heating in stacks or heating of the 
grain if badly stored during winter. Kiln 
drying grain in order to give it a firm touch 
is detrimental to good germination, All grain 
should be properly ripened, well harvested, 
stored in airy, well-ventilated stores, and 
without having large quantities deeply heaped. 

It is al&8o important that seeds should 
possess a high degree of vitality. Seeds 
are said to possess a high vitality when a 
large percentage of the sample will sprout 
quickly and regularly. Vitality may be 
affected if the seed is old, badly filled, im- 
perfectly ripened or affected by attacks of 
fungi or bacteria. Unsound and small grain 
will produce only weak and delicate crops, 
which are likely to be subject to the attack 
of insect and fungoid diseases. 

In this connection farmers can ensure 
full value of their money by having samples 
of seed anatysed at the Seed Testing Station 
of the Department of Agriculture, Dublin.

“- 1 do not want to bring a note of reproach 
or bitterness into what I am saying, but I 
think I should say something about some 
remarks the President made in his speech 
dealing with the Senate, in which he spoke 
rather to my colleagues and te myself. Deputy 
Thrift reminded us of a more or less con- 
fidential meeting when the President told us 
of the things he had hoped for us then.

GOOD WORK IN THE HOUSE 


Mr. J. DILLON said that if the University 
representatives had failed to use the intellig- 
ence which God had given them, their repre- 
sentation would have been guaranteed for all 
time. The President had decided to abolish 
the Senate, because that House could not be 
intimidated or bought, and the latest 
technique of legislation was that when the 
President made up his mind to use his machine 
majority to do his dirty work, he shrunk 
from the responsibility of coming into the 
House and leading the destruction. Every 
deputy in the Heuse on the Opposition side 
would regret the departure of the Attorney- 
General and Mrs. Concannon, however much 
they had differed from them in politics, and 
any assembly would be the poorer for their 
absence. The deputies from Trinity College 
had contributed very largely to the good 
work of that House during its existence. 

Continuing, Mr. DILLON said that they 
were concerned in seeing that the country 
would be as well governed as they could 
govern it. He referred to the great contribu- 
tion made by the late Sir James Craig in 
connection with the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes, 
as an instance of what University representa- 
tion had done in that assembly. He should 
be sorry to see a House dominated by a 
strongly Conservative Government; he would 
rather see a Radical Liberalism. 


LABOUR LEADER’S 
OBJECTION 
Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 


the clear purpose of the Opposition was to do 
in respect of University representation what 
they were able to do in respect of the manage- 
ment of the City Council to get a special 
representation for a particular class. He 
objected to University representation as 
being opposed to any proper conception 
of democratic government. University re- 
presentation had not given to the House 
independent-minded deputies who were 
prepared to allow their votes to be 
cast on the merits of a motion as they in- 
dividually saw it. The National University 
had retained, in Deputies McGilligan and the 
Attorney-General, rabid party politicians, 
bound to obey the crack of the party whip. 
He disagreed with the statement that univer- 
sity graduates were being disfranchised, as 
they would have their votes under adult 
suffrage. | 

He thought that hardly any of the Trinity 
College representatives would claim that they 
were so Immune from party attachment as to 
allow their votes and speeches to be deter- 
mined purely through the microscopic 
examination of a particular issue. lí the 
records of the House were examined it would 
be found that the representatives of Trinity 
College in the mam had voted with the party 
opposite, 

‘‘The Trinity College representatives,’ said Mr. 

Norton, “have seen inthe Fine Gael party pro- 
gramme an expression of their hopes. They 
have regarded Fine Gael as their big brother, 
and the fact of their attachment to that party 
shows that there is no need for special repre- 
sentation for them.”’ 

“Deputies representing the universities have 
many merits,’’ he continued. ‘‘ Educationally, 
they have made many useful contributions to 
the debates in the House, but we are not con- 
sidering the personal qualities of any parti- 
cular deputy. We have to look at the prin- 
ciple behind any particular motion, and I 
think that this motion, from the democratic 
point of view, has much to recommend it.” 


MEANING OF THE MOTION 


Mr. FitzGERALD - KENNEY: (U. LL, 
Mayo, N.) said that there was no graduate 
in the country who had greater voting power 
than any other individual. There was no- 
thing undemocratic in the method of elec- 
tion. He was surprised at Deputy Norton 
criticising the group system of election. Was 
not a trade union a group’ The motion 
meant that they were sacrificing admitted 
efficiency to false and unsound theory. Legis- 
lation was all the better for being criticised 
by a conservative speaker or thinker. The 
Government were aware that they had Jost 
educated opinion in the country, and that 
was what was behind the bill.

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.1., Nat. Univ.) said 
that Deputy Donnelly had presented himself 
there as a man who had definitely made up 
his mind against the bill, but could not vote

in the party opposite might begin to think 
for themselves and the idol’s feet of clay 
might be discovered. 

They had been told on second reading 
by the Vice-President that there was a man- 
date for this bill, because some Fianna Fail 
club discussed it and a resolution passed by 
them was sent to the Ard Fheis. There was 
no mandate in the party for it, and later 
they got the gem, that Convocation of the 
University had voted in favour of abolition 
of University representation. So far as the 
National University was concerned, it meant 
a small group, who met for the first two or 
three years after graduation, passing a reso- 
lution, and they were then told that this 
was a mandate. On the final stage the Vice- 
President stated that they did not claim any 
mandate, but that it was the Government 's 
duty to bring it forward because they thought 
it necessary. 

Not merely was the instituion of Parlia- 
mentary representation age-old, but at a par- 
ticular time when it was thought a suitable 
opportunity to moot the extension of Univer- 
sity representation they had a wonderful com- 
bination, amounting almost to unanimity in 
this country. At the instigation of the 
Archbishop of Dublin, and under the force 
of the letters he wrote, the graduates’, and 
after them the students’, Representative 
Council met and demanded, not that the repre- 
senation of Trinity College should be taken 
from it, but that representation should be given 
to the other University. When a deputation 
went from the Students’ Representative 
Council to the Committee of Sinn Fein it 
was guaranteed that University representa- 
tion would be a plank in Sinn Fein’s plat- 
form, whilst at the same time the Irish Partv 
which then represented the country so far as 
election results went at Westminster, had 
the right of University extended to include 
the new University. That was some mandate, 
backed by the best people in the country. 
When the Dail was established it was de- 
cided, on a free, open vote, without any 
party ties, to have University representation 
in the Dail. 


THE ABSOLUTIST VIEW 

If University representation was to be 
destroyed when the Senate had been 
destroyed, and with the impact of a revision 
of constituencies, the small groups in the 
country would get a smaller and smaller 
chance. That was surely the point of view 
of the absolutist—the man who disliked 
criticism. Surely the tendency was clear. 
It was a tendency which, if carried to another 
point, would stop the Press; carried further, 
it would do away with political parties; and 
carried a still further stage, the absolutist 
emerged plainly 

The University that he spoke for—the 
National University, which he knew—was 
part of the country as much as any other 
institution in the country. . Its influences had 
penetrated through the country. The members 
of the National University were not aliens. 

Mr. DONNELLY. (F.F.,  Leix-Offaly)— 
That does not apply to Trinity College. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN asked if Deputy Don- 
nelly thought that he was so completely in 
a hopeless position in regard to Trinity Col- 
lege that he does not see any chance of 
Fianna Fail getting a representative there. 

Continuing, Mr. McGILLIGAN said that 
Deputy Norton professed a fear for University 
or educational represéntation, but that view 
was artificial and had no roots. It showed 
simply the slavish mind and thought for the 
time when people barricaded themsélves in 
universities and were determined to maintain 
power. Instead of being afraid like that, 
why did not Deputy Norton go into Trinity 
College and try to establish a branch of the 
Labour Party there. If he did so he cer- 
tainly would meet minds that were open. In 
a university they were likely to get more 
criticism of the existing position of things 
than elsewhere. 

There was a good deal to be said for the 
party system. Would there ever be finality 
m any debate if they had 153 Deputy 
MacDermots? | 

Progress was reported, and the debate was 


adjourned.

££ HOCRING  inadequacy’”’ of the 

Dublin hospitals service, and difh- 

culties in the poor obtaining admis- 
sion, were alleged by Mrs. Maud Walsh at 
yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance. proposed the following re- 
solution ;—‘‘ As a municipal hospital is ad- 
mitted by all sections of the community to 
be an urgent necessity, we wish to draw the 
attention of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health and the Hospitals’ 
Commission to the delay in attending to the 
proposals of the Board, submitted over 
two and a half years ago.” 

Mrs. Walsh said that it was a well-known 
fact that the hospital service in the City of 
Dublin was shockingly imadequate, and that 
the sick and necessitous poor had conse- 
quently to endure terrible hardship and 
suffering. She knew from personal experi- 
ence that it was true, and a number of 
doctors living in different parts of the city 
had called her attention to the difficulties 
prevailing in obtaining beds for their 
patients. Lay people had requested her to 
draw the attention of the Board to the 
matter, and to ask the members to press for 
a remedy. 

With the introduction and continuance of 
the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes it had been 
hoped that the hospital service for the sick 
poor would be the primary . consideration. 
The situation, however, instead of improv- 
ing was getting werse. In the opinion of the 
Board, the establishment of a hospital where 
beds would be always available should be 
the first concern of the authorities in charge 
of the administration of the Hospitals’ 
Sweepstakes funds. 

Attached to such an institution there should 
be a convalescent home, where patients just 
fit to leave their beds might spend a short 
period to recuperate. This was just as im- 
portant as the treatment in the acute stage 
of an illness. 

So far as the existing Union hospital was 
concerned, she said, the care and treatment 
could not be better. But they all knew how 
reluctant the sick poor were to come to the 
Union, because of the social stigma. This 
stigma should be removed, so that the people 
might look to the hospital as a life-saving in- 
stitution, and not as an asylum where they 
received treatment in forma pauperis, 


PHCENTX PARK HOSPITAL 


They had in the Phenix Park a magnifi- 
cent site within easy access of the city jor a 
municipal hospital. 

Every person in need.of hospital treatment 
and without the means to pay for it should 
be entitled to a free bed, and it was the 
duty of the Guardians of the poor to msist 
ou adequate hospital service being provided 
to meet the demand. 

Seconding the resolution. Mr. W. J. O’Hara 
said that the situation at the moment was a 
disgrace to the City of Dublin. 

Mr. P. J. Medlar, supporting, said that at 
the moment it was impossible to get a patient 


“into an ordinarv hospital. unless as a private 


patient. A patient whom he knew had been 
turned out of a city hospital on Christmas 
Eve because he could not pay two guineas a 
week. That man had then to come to the 
Union. 

If the funds of the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes 
were devoted to siums instead of to the hos- 
pitals it would be a great deal better. 
sweepstakes, he alleged, were ‘‘a scandal, a 
complete scandal and a fraud. ‘The position 
is worse to-day than ever it was.” 

The Chairman (Mr. P. S. Doyle) intervened, 
and said that the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes were 
distinct from the Hospitals’ Commission. He 
associated himself with the resolution of Mrs. 
Walsh. 

Mr. Medlar—They are selling sweep tickets 
for the hospitals. They. are selling them 
under a misapprehension.

Mr. George Lansbury’s “' pacificism ”’ 
is of a piece with his whole outlook: its 
sincerity be doubted. On that 
account he received a respectful hearing 


in the House of Commons yesterday when

he proposed a motion which, in the pre- 
vailing temper of the House and of the 
world, had not a hope of acceptance. Mr. 


Lansbury, for all the weight of his 
seventy-seven years, retains his ideals. 
His motion called upon the House of 


Commons to affirm its profound belief in 
the futility of war and to express its 
grave concern at the world-wide prepara- 
tions for war. Next, it urged that the 
British Government, through the medium 
of the League of Nations, should “‘ make 
an immediate effort for the summoning of 
a new international conference to deal 


with the economic factors which are 
responsible for the war spirit.” These 


economic factcrs include “ the necessity 
for access to raw materials and markets 
and for the migration of peoples.” The 
conference’s object, as Mr. Lansbury sees 
it, is eventually to reach an international] 
agreement whereby the nations will lose 
their present incentive to pile up arma- 
ments, and the peace of the world will be

Japan, densely 
peopled; is seizing territory after territory 
from her neighbour, China, and soon will 
be casting covetous eyes at the possessions 
of other countries. All three are arming 
with feverish -speed for the accomplishment 
of their aims. On the other side, the re- 
maining nations—those which have no 
territorial ambitions, but wish to preserve 
what they have against the encroachment 
of the ‘‘ graspers,’’—are rearming with 
equal, or almost equal, rapidity. The 
United States, overshadowed by the menace 


“of ‘a. new’ Japanese Empire, has announced 


large increases in her fighting services. 
France, who already possesses the second 
largest army in Europe, refuses to be 
satisfied with anything but a huge 
superiority over her German neighbour. 
Russia, threatened on one side by the 
growing power of Japan, and on the other 
by her fear of aggression from National 
Socialist Germany, maintains a monstrous 
army, navy and air force. Great Britain, 
after many years of practical disarmament, 
has decided that she cannot afford to be 
left behind in the race, and has planned 
considerable additions to her forces. The 
smaller States, with few exceptions, have 
followed, or are following, the example of 
Already the world’s 
total armaments are greater than they 
were in 1914; and it is an fxiom .of 
politics that armaments cannot be left to 


lie idle. Dangerously soon, in Mr. 


Lansbury’s view, the spirit which is en- 


gendered by these masses of armaments 
must combine with the spirit of hatred, 
the spirit of selfish nationalism and the 
spirit of aggression which already prevail, 
and the combination will burst inta 
flame. |

It was replaced by an amendment which, 
practically, means nothing, but serves to 
salve the consciences of the members—an 
amendment which expresses confidence 
“that His Majesty’s Government will 
take all practicable steps to promote inter- 
national prosperity and a better under- 
standing between peoples.”

The strike at Smithfield, London's great 
meat market, seems to be moving towards 
a solution.

Shipbuilding in 1935 


The annual summary of mercantile ship- 
building issued by Lloyd’s Register reveals 
a renewal of activity in the yards of Great 
Britain and Ireland. In the year 1935, 649 
vessels, of over 100 tons burden apiece, 
were launched throughout the world. The 
gross tonnage was 1,303,080, and of this 
total 499,011 tons were from berths in 
Great Britain and Ireland. In the world 
increase in production of 554,661 tons these 
two countries were responsible for 39,134 
tons. Their production was 38.2 per cent. 
of -the total for the entire world, and 
although it shows some decrease over the 
figure for 1934, which was 47.5 per cent., 
there is yet a comfortable increase in com- 
parison with 1931, 1932 and 1933, when 

the totals were 31 per cent., 26 per cent. 
and 27 per cent. respectively.. A number 
of other leading countries failed to show 
so successful a record. Germany produced 
226,000 tons, Japan 146,000 tons, Denmark 
122,000 tons, Sweden 105,000 tons, Holland 
57,000 tons, and France 43,000 tons. None 
of them approached the 499,000 tons total 
achieved by Great Britain and Ireland. 
Of the vessels built in Great Britain and 
Ireland 37 were launched for owners 
abroad, with 27 for registration in the

Of the shipping launched 
throughout the world 71 vessels were over

Athlone Castle and the Stirling Castle, 
built for the Union-Castle Company—each 
of which was rated at 25,000 tons. The 
next largest liner was the Strathmore, 
rated at 23,428 tons, and built at Barrow 
for the P. and O. Company, while Germany 
produced two vessels of approximately 
18,000 tons each. From the summary it 
is more than ever clear that the shipyards 
of Great Britain are enjoying a prosperity 
which had vanished in the years of the 
“slump ’’, and that the industry in 
Belfast is in a fair way.to recover its one- 
time position of supremacy.

HE authorities have been making pro- 
vision so that London shall not go 
entirely without meat during the next few 
days, and special meat dumps have been 
established .so that retailers can draw 
supplies, and can be protected by -police 
if necessary. The situation of these meat 
dumps is known only to the officials and 
a certain number of retailers, who are 
merely informed that they may go to a 
centre for supplies. Croydon,. in the 
South of London, has become a kind of 
miniature Smithfield, and trains are ar- 
riving in succession laden with meat from 
the London and other docks. Similar 
steps are being taken in other suburban 
districts. All the meat that was stored in 
Smithfield has now been removed, and 
the market is closed to strikers for the 
first time since the strike began at mid- 
night on Monday. :

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald had a warm re- 
ception from the members of the House 
of Commons on the Government benches 
when, supported by Mr. Baldwin and Sir 
John Simon, he walked up the floor of 
the House this afternoon to take the oath 
and his seat for the Scottish Universities.

Defence Requirements 


The Cabinet held its usual weekly 
meeting to-day, and once again it was en- 
gaged in the consideration of proposals 
to be submitted to Parliament as soon as 
possible regarding requirements for de- 
fence of the country. The plans prepared 
by the Cabinet Committee dealing with 
the matter were again before the whole 
body, with the!addition of advice fur- 
nished by experts from the three Defence 
Services. It is hoped that all information 
available 
at an early date—certainly before the end 
of the present month. The White Paper 
will in all probability give the period dur- 
ing which the Government hopes to make 


good the present deficiencies. The inter- 


national situation was also discussed to- 
day, and it is understood that this is 


causing some little anxiety to Ministers— 


particularly in regard to Italy. 


The Rush for Armaments 


Some of the many foreign delegations 
in London last week left experts behind to 
purchase armaments or raw material, par- 
ticularly aeroplanes. Belgium, Poland, 
Greece, Turkey, Rumania, Yugoslavia and 
some Eastern countries have all been 
ordering aeroplanes or aeroplane parts; 
while orders have been given for British 
artillery to replace French guns. Orders 
are also being placed for naval destroyers 
and submarines. The big erders for aero- 
planes by the British Air Ministry 
naturally interfere greatly with those for 
foreign countries, but efiorts are being 
made by manufacturers all round to meet 
the somewhat sudden demand. 


Skilled Labour Wanted 


The great boom in the motor industry. 


has brought about a famine of skilled 
labour, and the problem has been made 
even more acute by the orders now pouring 
in for aeroplanes. Several thousand 
skilled workers are needed for the con- 
struction of motor cars and aeroplanes, 
and——as is inevitable by the law of supply 


and demand—wages are steadily improving. 


panel-beaters, metalsmiths, 
tool-makers and men in mechanical anu 
constructional departments are badly 
needed; and some firms are prepared to 
pay the’ removal expenses of skilled and 
semi-skilled mechanics from other parts of 
the country. It is expected that the 
demand for motor cars will reach unprece- 
dented figures during the next few months, 
and manufacturers are preparing to engage 
double shifts of workers in order to cut

Herr Gustloff’s Murder 


The murder in Switzerland by a Jewish 
student of Herr Gustloff, the Nazi leader, 
is a political crime which will be generally 
deplored, not least by the Jews, who fear 
reprisals on the Jewish population in 
Germany. Herr Gustloff was regarded 
somewhat as a nuisance by the Swiss 
authorities, and for some time his expul- 
sion had been under consideration because 
of his methods of Nazi espionage and pro- 
paganda. This does nof excuse his murder 
or minimise the crime,. but Herr Hitler’s 
description of the victim as ‘‘a truly 
German man’’ may be taken as _ un- 
fortunate, because. it shows that there is 
an absolute lack of understanding regard- 
ing the hatred displayed for the methods 
used by Nazi agents in al] parts of the 
world. The crime has been committed at 
a time when the Nazi Government, for 
reasons of general policy, and particularly 
because of the Olympic Games, has been 
making efforts to reassure public opinion 
abroad that the persecution of Jews. 
Roman Catholics and Protestants had been 
stopped. 


School-leaving Age 


The Government’s proposal to exemp 
children who obtain ‘‘ beneficial & Bhi, 
ment is described by teachers as a blot on 
the School-Leaving Age Bill. To-day's 
issue of ‘‘ The Schoolmaster,”’ the official

A memorandum which was issued as a 
White Paper tonight, explaining the 
financial resolution giving authority for 
the introduction of a bill to confirm the 
new unemployment (Northern Ireland) 
agreement, estimates the contribution re- 
quired from the United Kingdom Ex- 
chequer under the agreement in 1935-36 at 
£722,000, compared with £275,000 under 
the 1926 and 1929 acreements, which are 
now superseded as from April 1, 1935. 

The “excess debt’’ of the unemploy- 
ment fund of Northern Ireland has been 
reduced to £2,400,000, and the agreement 
provides for its liquidation at the rate of 
£40,000 a year. 

The contribution payable from the 
United Kingdom Exchequer to the Nor- 
thern Ireland Exchequer will, under the 
new agreement, be subject to a progressive 
reduction if the unemployment percentage 
in Northern [Ireland falls to 19 ner cent, 
or below, and no contribution will be pay- 
able in any vear in which the percentage 
is under 8 per cent.

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COVE HARBOUR 
REBATE 


DISCRIMINATION 
ALLEGED 


A 
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HAT the Cork Harbour Board has dis- 
criminated against them in favour vf 

another Transatlantic shipping line call- 
ing at Cove was urged in a letter, read at 
yesterday's meeting of the Board, from 
the Cunard-White Star, Hamburg-Amerika 
and North German Lloyd Companies. 

This protest was a sequel to the Board's 
recent decision to allot a rebate ol 
tonnage dues on large, fast liners which 
made at least ten calls in the year to the 
port. 
By allowing a rebate of twenty per cent. 
to certain vessels of one particular line, 
the letter stated, the Board was not only 
discriminating against the other com- 
panies which had been using the port for 
many years, but was actually using a pro- 
portion of these companies’ payments to 
the Board's funds to subsidise a com- 
petitor in the same North Atlantic service. 

Continuing, the letter said that while it 
was appreciated that the Board desired to 
induce the calling to Cove of the large, 
fast vessels now calling at Southampton, 
it would not be an economic proposition 
for these ships, which were few in number, 
to call at Cove. In international shipping 
there was, in their opinion, hardly to be 
found another port where such discrimina 
tion was exacted. 


MANAGER’S REPLY 

The general manager submitted a copy 
of a letter which he had prepared as 4 
reply. This stated that, having again 
fully considered the matter, the Board 
declined to alter the terms of its resolu- 
tion. The financial position of the Board 
did not warrant a reduction in tonnage 
dues. In adopting the recent formula no 
discrimination was exercised in favour of 
any owner or liné, The same terms would 
apply to every vessel complying with the 
requirements. 

The Board agreed to adopt the general 
manager's draft reply, and authorised him 
to forward it to the companies.

BI-LINGUALISM IN

SECRET SOCIETY ATTACKED 
REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 

The Prime Minister (General Hertzog) 
was the central figure in a -somewhat 
heated debate on the racial question which 
took place in the House of Assembly to- 
day. 

The matter was raised on a motion by 
the National member, Mr. C. R. Swart, 
declaring that the Chairman of the Select 
Committee for Public Accounts should be 
bi-lingual. It was defeated by 79 votes 
to 18. 

General Hertzog said he was utterly sur- 
prised that such a request should be placed 
before the House. If it had been applied 
in the past it would have debarred 
Afrikaans-speaking members from this 
post. 

He deprecated the intolerance shown, 
and asked how far the motion was inspired 
by the Broederbund—the. alleged secret 
society aiming at an independent 
Afrikaans form of government—of which 
Dr. Malan, Mr. Swart, and other extreme 
Nationalists were members. 

The Prime Minister declared that the 
Broederbund had tried to compel members 
of Parliament to vote according to its 
dictates. 

The extreme Nationalist members 
objected to this statement, whereupon 
General Hertzog said that he regarded the 
matter so seriously that he was prepared 
to move the appointment of a Select Com- 
mittee to investigate the matter. The 
secret society was trying to do away with 
English and rights of English-speaking 
people.

Hotel, have been seeking agreement on 
these questions with officials of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Board ot 
Trade respectively. They are working in 
the closest co-operation with Mr. J. W. 
Dulanty, the Free State High Commiuis- 
sioner, who is in charge of the negotia- 
tions. 

Although it was announced a 
ago that the Irish Government had agreed 
to give a further monopoly to British coal 
for the twelve months ending January

31st next, representing an increase of 
900,000 tons on last year’s figure, it has 
not yet been decided how much the British 
Government is prepared to take from. the 
Free State in return for this concession. 


PROGRESS 


It is believed that a good measure of 
agreement has been reached in principle 
between the two Governments, and that an 
announcement is likely to be made 
towards the end of the month. 

The Free State Government is bringing 
pressure to bear for a more advantageous 
bargain than last year. 

It is believed that the new plan will 
involve a scheme by which some increase 
will be made in the number of cattle 
exported, with certain percentage reduc- 
tion in duty on the present rates per head, 
so that the present revenue to the British 
Government. will not be greatly affected. 
The extension of the pact to butter, eggs 
and two other exports of substantial value 
has been also under consideration. .

Mr. C. W. A. Scott, the airman ) 
broke the England-Australia air record in 
the London-Melbourne air race, was In 
Dublin yesterday. He was met by Mr.

McGonagle, 
President, and Captain A. M. Wells, 
Secretary, and officials of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, and consulta- 
tiuns took place in regard to the club’s 
proposal to run a series of air displays 
throughout Ireland this vear.

year. As far as flving between Europe 
and America was concerned, he thought 
that air services should first be national- 
ised and afterwards internationalised for

Geographically, according to Mr. Scott, 
Ireland is idealiy situated on the Trans- 
atlantic air route, since it is on the 
‘‘ great circle’’ course, but he thought 
that it would be only a refuelling base and 
not the terminal point of the route. 

In connection with the proposed displays 
in Ireland, Mr. Scott hopes to show the 
Irish public what cheap flying really 
means and for that purpose he will, if the 
negotiations between himself and the club 
are successful, bring to Ireland with him 
the famous “ Flying Flea,” the B.A.C. 
‘*Drone,’’ and other light aireraft which 
have been evolved in the attempt to bring 
flying within the reach of ‘‘the-man-in- 
the-street.’””

GERMANY AND 
RUSSIA 


PROBLEM OF THEIR 
PARTICIPATION

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HE problem of whether Germany and 

Russia are to be invited to take part 

in: the Naval Conference when agreement is 

in sight, is being tackled quietly behind 

the scenes in informal talks between heads 
of delegations in London. 

The French view, of course, is that 
Germany and Russia should be invited to 
adhere to agreement. when the Four-Power 
Conference has finished its work. 

Rigid French insistence on this point, 

however, is rendered rather more difficult 
by the fact that in the text of British 
invitation to France to come to London 
for a naval conference the hope was ex- 
pressed that when agreement was in sight 
the Conference should be extended to in- 
clude other Powers. 

Although France, in her reply to this 
invitation did not reiterate this hope, still 
no objection. was taken to this being one 
of the objects of the Conference. 


TONNAGE DIFFICULTY 


Efforts were renewed by the British 
delegation yesterday to solve the difficul- 
ties created by the French insistence on a 
limit of 27,500 tons to battleships, 
advanced at the last meeting of the first 
committee. 

The British and Italians met at the 
Admiralty for a discussion on the situation 
created by the French claims. 
of their meeting was to find out how | 
strongly Italy would support France on 
this issue. 

The British view is that France would 
not go to the point of breaking up the 
Conference. The imminence of elections 
in France is regarded as having influenced 
the French demand to a certain extent. 

For this reason it is specially difficult 
for France to agree without a long struggle 
to the extremely costly 35,000 tons battle- 
ship. | 


CANNOT AGREE 


Tt is also suggested in other quarters 
that France may waive her insistence on 
27,500 tons battleship limitation only in 
return for .the concession from other 
Powers that Germany will not be invited 
to sit at the Conference table. ‘Those in 
close touch with the French delegation, 
however. maintain that the French delega- 
tion could not return to France having 
agreed to the enormous expense of the 
55,000 tons battleship, and that, rather 
than agree to this, they would leave the 
Conference. 

Great Britain also is anxious for 27,500 
tons limitation, but the British view is 
that to press for this in the face of 
American intransigeance is useless. 

Possibly Italy holds the key to the 
rituation. If the Italian delegation 
presses as strongly as the French delega- 
tion for 27,500 tons then America will find 
herself isolated, and may, in the last 
resort, compromise round 30,000 tons.

When inquiries were made at Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff’s to-day the reply 
received was: “ We have no statement to 
make on the matter.”’ 

n view of the fact that Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff built the Olympic and other 
vessels of the White Star fleet now merged 
m the Cunatd Company, it was not un- 
reasonable to expect that they would have 
been invited to join in the competition for 
this new liner. No information on the 
point was, however, obtainable at Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff’s to-day. 


THE BELIEF 

In shipbuilding circles the belief is 
general that if any vessel of this class is 
being built the builders of the Queen Mary 
will get the order. The fact that they built 
the Queen Mary should be worth anything 
from £3,000,000 to them in. quoting for the 
vessel. The Queen Mary had been con- 
structed with Treasury assistance, and at 
the time the merger legislation was passed 
giving the Treasury power to advance to 
the company the cost of an additional ship, 
or ships, not exceeding £5,000,000.

POLICY TAKES 
SHAPE 
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In an _ editorial article The Times 
remarks to-day:—Iwo measures, marking 
an important advance in the construction 
of a permanent agricultural policy, are 
‘now before the House of Commons. ‘The 
first is the bill, the second reading of 


which is to be debated to-day, to insure 


agricultural labourers against unemploy- 
ment. The second is the bill. which was 
published last Tuesday, to reorganise and 
to continue the sugar beet industry. 
Both these topics have proved highly con- 
troversial in the past, but in both cases 
discussions, which have lasted for many 


years, have produced a certain measure 


of agreement, both in the industry itself 
and among political parties. Criticisms 
of a fairly far-reaching character will 
certainly be heard during the debates, 
but, broadly speaking, it is agreed that 
unemployment insurance should cover 
agriculture, and that the  sugar-beet 
industry should be continued. 

Up to 1929 unemployment is the main 
reason why the industry was excluded 
from the great extension of unemploy- 
ment insurance carried through by the 
Act of 1920. Again, the burden of con- 
tributions, both upon labourers 
low wages and upon employers struggling 


to keep in production, was recognised to | 


be very severe. For these two 
unemployment insurance was not gener- 
ally desired until recently, either by 
employers or by employed. And the last 
obstacle was the great difficulty of devis- 
ing a scheme which would apply fairly to 


reasons 


an industry comprising so many branches 


and so many varieties of employment. 
But from the moment that unemployment 


became serious in agriculture, it was re- 


cognised that the absence of insurance 
might well intensify the deplorable de- 
population of agricultural districts, and 
that a scheme must needs be devised. 
The sugar beet industry has an even 
more controversial history, proceeds T'he 
Times. It fell into disrepute largely 
because of the excessive and indefinitely 
increasing cost to the taxpayer (amounting 
in 1934-35 to over £7,000,000). because 
home-grown sugar did not seem necessary 
to the national economy ; because much of 
the subsidy had not reached the farmers, 
and because what did reach them varied 
with the distance from factories, and not 
with the efficiency of producers. These 
reasons induced a majority of the Greene 
Committee last April to report against the 
continuance of the industry. But the 
majority report was unconvincing, because 
it involved ruin to a large area of arable 
farming, particularly in East Anglia, and 
the end of an experiment which few found 
wholly evil. The bill embodies a reason- 
able compromise. The factories are to be 


amalgamated, and the reproach that the 


subsidy is in some cases too much, and in 
other cases too little, will thereby be 
removed. : 

These two bills by no means end the task 
of putting agriculture’s house in order. 
The difficult question of the tithe must 
be settled before long, and mang other 
branches of the industry are ripe, or ripen- 
ing, for long-term legislation. But these 
bills do ee that the industry is finding 
its feet. They promise a respite from the 
flood of temporary measures which have 
been a necessary, but to the public and to 
Parliament an annoying, feature of the 
first essential - business of staving off 
economic crisis.

His main 
object in moving this resolution was to 
emphasise the absolute futility of war, 
which became more bestial with every year 
that passed. Every nation in the world 
was arming, and in a few days the House 
of Commons would be discussing defence 
plans. Had not the time arrived to make 
an effort for peace on some other lines? 
He wanted the British Government to go 
to Geneva and say: “ Let us give up all 
this tomfoolery about guns and poison gas. 
Let us get rid of all questions about arma- 
ments and disarmaments, and get down to 
bed-rock.’’ 
He did not desire to see the British 
Empire shared out, but he did want an 
entirely new conception of a unified world, 
with an authority set up to determine how 
the raw materials of the world could be 
organised and used for the service of all 
nations. If forty or fifty nations could be 
got. to combine to impose-sanctions, surely 
it would be easier to get them to carry 
through a humane proposal to share the 
resources of the world and the markets of 
the world, in order to prevent wholesale 
bloodshed and slaughter. 

Dr. Salter (Labour), supporting the 
resolution, said that thoughtful peoples 
were appalled at the way in which the 
world seemed to be drifting steadily into 
another war. i : 


CONFIDENCE IN THE 
GOVERNMENT 


Mr. P. V. Emrys-Evans (Conservative) 
moved to amend the resolution by sub- 
stituting’ for the concluding part the 
words: ‘‘ This. House is confident that 
His Mayjesty’s Government will take all 
practicable steps to promote international 
prosperity and a better understanding 
between peoples.” Much as he sym- 
pathised with Mr. Lansburv’s aims and 
objects, he could not help thinking that 
the present time was not propitious for 
asking the Government to take the steps 
he had suggested. 

MR. LLOYD GEORGLE’S 
VIEWS 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the situa- 
tion was far too serious for partisan 
conflict. He reminded the House that 
when Sir Austen Chamberlain negotiated 
the Locarno Treaty there was great hope 
it would prove a real turning-point in 
the history of the world. . He shared that 
hope, and said at the time that much 
depended on the extent to which it wag 
followed by practical measures for dis- 
armament. Shortly after that there was 
the Kellogg Pact, which outlawed war, 
But since then the armaments of the 
The 
increase was not alone in Germany, but 
in France, Italy and the United States. 
Now we were face to face with a pro- 
gramme of re-armament in this country, 
He would not discuss the merits of that 
programme. Clearly, if the world was re- 
arming, we could’ not be left defenceless. 

He did not know what the Govern- 
ment’s proposals were, but, so far as Press 
indications went, they were of a very 
substantial character. They had to take 
into account the factor of fear. Russia 
and Germany were apprehensive of the 
danger of encirclement. What was really 
happening in Germany was hidden under 
the mantle of mist. There were other 
countries. besides Germany which were 
using every spare penny they could raise, 
and a good dea] more, for the purpose of 
arms, and were becoming more and more 
menacing to the peace of the world. 

He hoped that the Governmént would 
not give a flat negative to the miotion. 
There was no time to be lost. and. if they 
had a conference they would, at any rate. 
know what had happened. All they knew 
at present was that preparations for war 
were going on aj, a furious rate. He did 
ask the Government not to dismiss 
altogether the possibility of some economic 
negotiations. 3 

He was not in favour of giving away bits 
of the British Empire, but he did not 
believe that there would be peace in the 
world until the whole question of mandates 
was reconsidered. He urged the Govern- 
ment to summon all the nations together, 
and ask them to put their cards on the 
table, so as to see what it was they were 
really after, and whether something could 
not be found which contained an element 
of negotiation. It was time we came te 
realities, because, if we did not, realities 
would come to us in a very grim form. 
The Government should show courage and 
take a very bold line. 

Mr. L. S. Amery (Conservative) said 
that when Mr. Lloyd. George suggested 
another conference surely he of all men 
should know that unless there was some 
measure of agreement as to. what they 
meant to do before the conference 
assembled, that conference was doomed to 
futility. He saw no hope of any of the 
Powers coming to the conference prepared

LORD CRANBORNE’S REPLY 


V iscount | Cranborne (Onder-Secretary 
for Foreign JAffdirs) said that thé’ Govern- 
ment were largely in agreement with Mr. 
Lansbury, and where'there were differences 
they were differences rather of degree of 
faith than of substance, .The right honour- 
able gentleman had spoken rather slight- 
ungly of the League 6f Nations, but he 
hoped he did not desite to see it scrapped.

T HE position in regard to the coal 
supplies and the prices charged in the 
bree State was the subject of a series of 
questions to the Minister for Industry and 


Commerce in the Dail yesterday. The 
Minister. stated the ,matter was under 


active consideration in- his Department. 

Dealing with questions raised by Mr. 
Muleahy (U.L, Dublin N.) regarding the 
price of coal charged to bellmen and other re- 
tailers, which he complained was 12s. per 
ton greater. now than on January 25 last year ; 
why a reduction of more than ós. per ton had 
not taken place following the remoyal of the 
Customs duty, and the average price for coal 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, Mr. 
LEMASS said he was not aware that the 
prices charged to belimen and other retailers 
was 12s, more thau the price obtaining in 
January, 1935. tle had no information that 
prices in Belfast were at all lower than those 
in corresponding. centres in the Free State. 

His Department had obtaimed, he added, a 
written assurance from all registered cbal 
importers that they. would reduce their prices 
by not less than 5s. per ton on the 25th ult. 
‘He was aware that only 5s. per ton had 
heen taken off the price. Coal importers 
claimed that their profit on coal was based 
on a flat rate per ton, and that when the 
duty first became operative their prices were 
increased hy the amount of the .duty only. 
The position was still under review by his 
Department. 

The MINISTER stated that the total coal 
imports in October, 1934, were 82,506 tons ; 
in November, 1934, 86,289; in Decenvber, 
1934, 66,638 tons, while the comparative 
figures for the last three months of last year 
were 222.133 tons, 198.375, and 200,985.

YIELD OF DUTY 
The MINISTER informed Mr.. Davin that 


the total yield of the duty levied at the rate 
of 5s. per ton on coal of British origi. imported 
into this country. during the period Ist Apml 
to Alst December, 1935, amounted to £354,200 
approximately. 

In reply to Major J. & Myles (Ind.), the 

MINISTER said he was aware that the price 
of coal from England had advanced appre- 
ciably since October. 1935, due to the threat 
of a stoppage in the. English coal mines, which 
had dislocated conditions in the coal market 
generally. The disturbance to price and 
other conditions in respect of sales of coal 
had not been confined to this country, and 
the whole question of ensuring supplies of 
coal at reasonable prices, taking into con- 
sideration coal prices outside the Free State, 
was under active consideration in the Depart 
ment. , 
Major MYLES said the Government had 
made an arrangement with Great Britain re- 
garding coal, but had they fixed upon any 
price? It seemed to him they had made an 
arrangement to take coal solely from Eng- 
land, but had made no price bargain, and as 
a result of that the country was paying for 
the miners’ strike. 

MINISTER—The Deputy’s belief is en 
lively unfounded. 

Major MYLES—I am afraid the Minister 
has not answered my question. Are we to 
take coal at any price England wishes to 
charge or any quality she likes to send? 


THE DEBATE 
On the motion for the adjournment of the 


House, 

Mr. R. MULCAHY ({U.1., Dublin, N.) 
said that the coal question was a matter of 
vital economic interest, not only to the poor, 


but to other classes of the community—not 


only in respect of coal, but in respect of 
other commodities controlled by quotas, 
licences, or in any other way. 


‘The outstanding facts to be considered 
in relation to coal prices to-day,’’ said Mr. 
Mulcahy, ‘‘are that in January, 1935. 
the average cost of household coal imported 


was 2ls. 2d. a ton. For the month of De- 
cember it was 25s. a ton. Imported house- 
hold coal had, therefore, increased’ by 


3sy 10d. a ton. In the meantime, however, 
the price charged to bellmen had increased 
from 25s. a ton in January, 1935 (before the 
5s. tax became effective). to 42s. on the 6th 
January, 1936, and stands to-day, after the 
removal of the tax, at 37s.. so that without 
the tax it stands 12s. a ton over the January, 
1935, price; 3s. 10d. of this increase is ex- 
plained by the increased cost of coal at the 
Dublin port. We not only want the remain- 
ing 8s. 2d. inerease explained, but we want 
itt removed. No British mines, no British 
coal-owners are responsible for it. No cross- 
Channel freights are affecting it, 

“The Minister and the Controller of Prices 
have been disgracefully negligent in the 
matter. In his reply to the question the 
Minister stated that the reduction that 
would take place in coal prices following 
the remova! of the 5s. tax was discussed with 
the coal importers; that they claimed that 
their prices were increased by the amount 
of the duty only, and the Minister appeared 
to he satisfied that a 5s, reduction, as a 
result of the removal of the tax, was 
adequate.” 


UNEXPLAINED RISE 


Mr. MULCAHY said that last spring the 
position was that the average price of im- 
ported household coal for January, 1956, was 
21s. 2d., in February 22s. 6d., March 21s. lid. 
The increase in March over January was 9d. 
a ton, but in the meantime the price charged 
to bellmen had inereased by 11s. a ton, In 
January it was 25s., on the 6th March it was 
30s.—an increase of 5s.; on the llth March 
it was 37s.—an increase of 9s. On the 15th 
March there was an increase of lls. So that 
when the 5s. tax was allowed off, and the 
increase of 9d. a ton in the March imports, 
there was an unexplained rise’ between 
January and March, 1935, of ós. ód. a ton in 


the price charged to bellmen. Surely these 


facts were known to the Minister. Yet he 
was satished now with the mere reduction 
of 5s. 


‘In reply to a question, the Minister stated 
that English coal had advanced appreciably 
since October, 1935. The facts were that dur- 
ing this winter, the period October-December, 
1935, the average import price of household 
coal had risen from 22s. 10d, for the month 
of October to 25s. for the month of December 
—namely, by 2s. 2d. a ton. The bellmen were 
charged 36s. a ton in October; they were 
charged 40s. a ton by the 11th December, and 
42s. a ton by the 6th January. So that in- 
side the Free State in this period, October- 
December, there was an unexplained rise of 
3s. 10d, .a ton. 

‘What I want to know is, what the 
Minister is going to do to remedy a position 
in which, arising out of circumstances appar- 
ently existing entirely inside the Free State, bell- 
men are being charged to-day 8s.

pared with second’ Wigan in Dublin, and was | 
sold here at 45s., and 46s. per ton in Belfast. 
Second English coal sold in Belfast for 39s., 
compared with bell coal in Dublin at 37s. per 
ton. That, he thought, disposed of the con- 
tention that the increase was due in any way 
to the fact that Continental coal was not 
coming in here. Gontinental coal was never 
imported here until a duty was imposed on 
Britash coal. . 

The price of coal had gone up not merely 
in this country, but generally, and that was 
the particular fact that Deputy Mulcahy had 
been trying to conceal from the people in his 
propaganda. The deputy had now reversed 
his tactics; for, in his Communications on the 
subject to the Press, he made it quite clear 
he was not attributing the rise in prices 
to profiteering on the part of the coal 
merchants, but that the sole cause was the 
coal-cattle agreement. Now he said. that 
the pact had nothing to do with it, and 
stated that the rise was due to factors under 
Government control. His whole speech was 
directed to the point that the rise was due to 
profiteering on the part of the coal merchants.

“ DISHONEST CAMPAIGN ” 


Mr. LEMASS, continuing, said that the 
main purpose of the utterly dishonest cam- 
paign in the matter was to embarrass the 
Government and do the utmost possible 
national damage at the present time. ‘The 
Pact had been in operation since February 
of last vear, but there had not been a word 
about the effect of it on prices until now. 
The present time for the campaign had been 
selected because it was the time when they 
could do the utmost possible damage to the 
national interest, The sole aim of the party 
opposite was to do all the damage they could 
in the hope that the people would turn against 
the Government. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—The old dodge. 

The MINISTER said the Opposition in- 
terest in the price of coal was newborn. 
During the period in which the Pact was in 
operation the average price of British coal 
was shown by the British trade statistics to 
he 17s. 8d. per ton. That was two shillings 
a ton less. than the lowest price of British 
coal imported during anv of the eleven vears 
of the previous régime. The difference 
between the home market price and the price 
charged by British exporters in regard to 
other countries was always fairly consider- 
able. In 1931 it was Ss. 6d. per ton, in 1935, 
while the Pact was in existence, it was 
1s. 6d. per ton. He did not think they should 
be satisfied with the existence of any differ- 
ence, but it was proof of the insincerity of 
the campaign. Never at any time dur 
ing their régime had the present Opposition 
showed any dissatisfaction with that position, 
nor made any effort to rectifv it.

HE consensus of opinion in the 
Kthiopian capital yesterday was that 

the Italians intend to make further efforts 
in the south and that they are ‘‘ content 
with the stalemate position in the Tigre.”’ 
This interpretation of the war situation 
is interesting in the light of the com- 
muniqué issued in Rome yesterday, which 
reports a resumption of the offensive by 
General Graziani in the south, and says: 
‘‘ In Eritrea there is nothing to report.” 
The Italians in their communiqué claim 
to have advanced on the Somali front 
along the Webbe Sestri, to have routed 


the Abyssinian garrison at Lama 
Seillindi, and to have occupied that 
village. A puzzling feature of this 


communiqué is that Lama Scillindi, which 
is only ten miles from Dolo, is claimed to 
have been captured by the Italians some 
six weeks ago. . 

‘Ong of our columns on _ reconnais- 
ance,’’ says the communiqué, ‘came into 
contact with a strong party of Abys- 
sinians near Maloa Guba, on the River 
Dawa Parma. The enemy, after a tena- 
cious resistance, was put to flight with 
heavy ‘losses, leaving many prisoners in 
our hands, as well as arms and a supply 
column.”’ 


The Ethiopian Government is silent 
with regard to the Sidamo theatre of 
war, but reinforcements are daily pro- 


ceeding to Sidamo and Bali from different 
points. 


“ ASAFA’S OWN” 


A scarred warrior of the battlefields, 
Captain Asafa, an Eritrean, who is fast 
making a reputation as a dashing leader, 
has arrived in Addis Ababa by air from 
the North, en route for the fighting in the 
Southern Province of Sidamo. His storm 
troops are travelling South by lorry from 
Dessie. 

Captain *>Asafa, who joined the Abys- 
sinians at the outbreak of war, has already 
fought in many parts of the globe, and 
notably against the Italians in Tripoli. 
He has now organised a band of ‘storm 
troopers, who are known as ‘“ Asafa’s 
Own.” They have made several daring 
bayonet charges, and go out on hazardous 
night patrols with the object of capturing 
prisoners for questioning by the Abys- 
sinian Intelligence Service. 

Better educated and experienced than 
the average Abyssinian soldiers, Captain 
Asafa’s troopers, who are well armed and 
equipped, are equally at home on the 
Northern and Southern fronts,

Alderman Pierce Tynan (United Ireland 
Party), while not seconding the motion, said 
that it was not because he had not sympathy 
with the Royal Family—because he had, and 
was not ashamed to say so. While admiring 
the courage of Councillor Hayden in bringing 
forward the: motion, he suggested to him that 
he should gracefully withdraw it, and said 
that the people of Kilkenny would think all 
the better of him if he did se. 

Councillor John Connell (Labour), a British 
ex-Service man, said that the Pope, the Arch- 
bishop of Liverpool, and the President and 
ex-President of the Irish Free State had sent 
messages of sympathy to the Royal Family. 
“ Surely,” he added. ‘‘they know the proper 
course to take, and we could safely leave it in 
their hands. 

Alderman McSweeney reverted to state-

HE German Minister in Berne to-day 
made a protest to the Swiss Govern- 
ment following the murder of Dr. Wilhelm 
Gustloff, the head of the German Naz 
organisation in Switzerland. 

The German Minister took the line, it 
is understood, that in the past the German 
Government has often drawn the attention 
of the Swiss Government to the anti-Nazi 
agitation which is being carried on in 
Switzerland by Socialists and Com- 
munists. 

As a result of the outrage Dr. Goebbels, 
the Minister of Propaganda, has forbidden 
for the time being all meetings of Jewish 
cultural associations in order ‘‘ to prevent 
any incidents.’” The prohibition includes 
theatrical performances, concerts and 
lectures. 

A Geneva report says that the German 
Minister in Berne called upon M. Motta, 
the Swiss Foreign Minister, and expressed 
the hope that the Swiss Government would 
make the fullest inquiry into the murder 
of Dr. Gustloff, particularly with’ a view 
to establishing whether David Frank- 
furter, the Jewish student, had any 
accomplices. 

German quarters are disinclined to 
accept the latter’s statement that he acted 
purely on his own initiative, and they 
_ press for the most searching investiga- 

ion, 

Left Wing papers in Switzerland throw 
much of the blame for the outrage on the 
Swiss authorities, who. they say, ought to 
have expelled Dr. Gustloff months ago.

As a precaution against possible disturb- 
ance, 600 policemen had been drafted into 
the Central London area, but they were held 
in reserve, with tenders in waiting to take 
them swiftly to any area in case of need. 

A plan to check the threatened shortage of 

meat in the London suburbs was completed 
vesterday. Stations were selected in _ the 
suburbs to which meat could be taken direct 
from the cold storage dépóts and the docks. 
From these stations retail traders could pur- 
chase meat and take it to their shops jor 
sale. 
From an early hour there was unusual 
activity at Crovdon Meat Market, which has 
hecome the temporary Smithfield of South 
London.

The labour dispute 
at Smithfield; he said, was extensive,. and 
would cause a lot of inconvemence if it lasted, 
but the fact that the strikers had allowed 
meat to be taken out of the market showed 
that the strike, though unofficial, was not 
bitter. 

[n reply to the question: Is there likely to 
be an increased demand for cattle suited for 
other parts of England, in view of the partial 
shortage of meat supplies created by the 
strike? our reporter was told that the trade 
in small cattle suitable for Manchester would 
probably be as usual. | 

Buyers of cattle for London already have 
a number of animals in reserve close at hand, 
and until these are drawn upon there will be 
no particular need to replace them. 

A well-known North of England shipper 
expressed the opinion that the strike wonld 
have no material effect upon the demand for 
lyish cattle, unless there was an unexpected 
call upon fat cattle already in England. 

So far as fresh meat is concerned, the Free 
State's principal contribution te Smithfield at 
this time of year is pork. This trade will 
undoubtedly be affected, because sailings ar- 
ranged by the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company for the purpose of carry- 
ing pork and other commodities for London 
have been cancelled during the past two days. 
thus bringing that particular business to a 
standstill.

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE announced in the Dail 
yesterday that legislation fo control 
the price of bread is in the course of 
preparation, and that he hoped to introduce 
the necessary bill during the present session. 

In the further course of his reply to Mr. 
Morrissey (U.I., Tipperary), the MINISTER 
said that the position regarding flour had not 
altered since the House had discussed it in 
December last, and until he had reason to 
believe that the assurance given by the flour 
millers was not being observed, he did not 
propose to interfere by legislation with flour 
prices, 

Asked if he were aware that the price of 
flour had been increased by 8d. per stone 
during the last twelve months, the Minister 
made no reply. 


ROGER CASEMENT’S 
REMAINS 


Tn reply to Mr. W. Norton (Labour, 
Kildare), who asked whether the President’s 
attention had been directed to an announce- 
ment in the Jrish Times on December 17th 
to the effect that an official of the British 
Dominions Office had stated to a ge scath] 
reporter that his Department had heard 
nothing of any application being made for 
permission to remove the remains of the late 
Roger Casement from the precincts of Penton- 
ville Prison, London, Mr. DE VALERA said 
that at the moment he could only refer the

He hoped, however, to be able to give a 
definite reply if the question was repeated in 
a week’s time. 

Replying to. Mr. J. Everett (Lab., Wick-

INOUESTS ON TWO DUBLIN 
CHILDREN 


Two inquests were held in Dublin yester. 
day on the bodies of two children, Margaret 
Reddin, of 24 Queen street, and James Kin- 
sella, of 32 New Row, each of whom had 
died as a result of falling backwards into a 
- of boiling water. Both incidents occurred 
ast Sunday, and both children were twe 
years of age. 

The City Coroner, Dr. D. A. MacErlean, 
recored a verdict of “ death from shock and 
heart failure following extensive scalding” 
in each case. 

Matthew Reddin said that his child had 
been standing on tip toes to put a cup on the 
table, when she staggered backwards and 
fell into the pot of water. There was no 
place round the fire on which to put cook- 
ing utensils, and for that reason they were 
generally left inside the fender, but on this 
occasion his wife happened to leave the pot 
of water on the floor. The child -died in 
the Richmond Hospital. 

The Coroner said that he was convinced 
that there had not been intentional careless 
ness, but the accident could have been 
avoided with a little more care. He exone 
rated the parents from blame. 

The inquest. on the body of James Kins 
sella was held in the Children’s Hospital, 
Harcourt street. 

Mrs. Kinsella said that she was sitting at 
the table eating, and the child was playing 
behind her when suddenly she heard a 
scream, and saw that he had fallen into 
the pot of water in which cabbage had been 
boiled. She at once smeared olive oil on the 
scalded portions, and rushed him to hospital, 
where he died on Monday. 

Cross-examined by the Coroner, she said 
that the fire place was open, but there was a 
“ hob ”' on each side. 

Dr. MacErlean said that there was no 
excuse for leaving a pot of boiling water on 
the floor in a room where there were several 
young children, and the accident probably 
would not have happened if the pot had been 
left on the hob or inside the fender. How- 
ever, he did not think that there had been 
deliberate negligence; the accident had 
been due to thoughtlessness, rather than 
carelessness, and he exonerated the parents 
from all blame.

BELFAST’, Wednesday. 
HE Belfast Corporation and the Northern 
H Government are again at loggerheads, 
in consequence of a further attempt by 
the Northern Ministry of Finance to foist on 
to borough and urban ratepayers liability 
that properly bean, “ to the State. 

'The Corporation has at present an appeal 
before the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council against the imposition of a levy of 
ls. in the £ upon the Belfast rates towards 
the cost of educational services (principally 
the salaries of teachers in elementary 
schools). 

Recently the Ministry of Finance came to 
an arrangement with the representatives of 
the County Councils to pay only 8€ per cent. 
of the deficiency arising from de-rating of 
agricultural iand, under the new valuation 
scheme, instead of 106 per cent., as formerly. 


COST. OF DE-RATING 


The Ministry of Finance is now attempting 
fo transfer to borough and urban ratepayers 
the cost ot future de-rating of- industrial 
establishments. beyond the maximum figure ol 
the deficiency grant payable in the year 
1953-'24. A provision to this effect, it was 
understood, was to be inserted in the ftorth- 
coming bill in. the Northern Parliament to 
reimburse rural authorities for 80 per cent. 
of the loss in respect of de-rating grants. 
Considerable secrecy has been maintained 
regarding the demand upon borough and 
urban authorities, Copies of the minutes 
supplied to members of the Belfast Cor- 
poration at their monthly meeting contained 
the proposal and the Town Clerk’s comments 
upon it. These copies were marked: '“' For 
members of the Council only,” and the copies 
handed to the Press had not this minute of 
the Finance Committee. 7 

The Town Clerk's report explained that 
the proposed bill provided for alteration of 
the formula under winch de-rating grants 
are payable to them. The de-rating deficiency 
grants payable to county borough and other 
urban authorities are not limited by any 
formula; but represent the entire deficiency 
for the year caused by de-rating Conse- 
quently there is nothing in their case to be 
adjusted, and they are not interested in the 
main object of the bill. 

RECOUPMENT 

At the same time the bill, as outlined, con- 
tains a provision which was never discussed 
with the Belfast Corporation, and. which 
limits the de-rating recoupment to county 
boroughs and other urban districts to a max1i- 
mum represented by the de-rating recoupment 
received by them in the year 1933-34. The 
Town Clerk further points out that during 
the second reading of the Rating and Valua- 
tion (Apportionment) Bill on November 26, 
1928, the Minister for Finance said :—

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The Agricultural Seeds Bill, the text of 
which was circulated yesterday, proposes ta 
make provision in relation to the production, 
importation, cleaning, and sale of agricultural 
seeds, 

The Minister for Agriculture seeks power 
to prescribe, from time to time, the classes of 
seeds which shall be agricultural seeds: for 
the purposes of the Act. 

The importation of any agricultural seeds 
may be prohibited, except under licence. 
Trade samples not exceeding lib. in weight 
may be imported. | 

All persons who undertake the cleaning of 
agricultural seeds must be licensed. his: 
provision shall not, however, apply to farmers 
who clean their own seeds. 

Seeds containing seeds of weeds above a 
prescribed percentage shall not be offered for 
sale. 

Seeds sold in closed packets, containing not 
more than 7ib., must contain on the outside 
adequate information concerning the seed, 
the name of the producer,-and the time of

EXCURSIONISTS DEBARRED 


From Our CorRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

In the Belfast Appeal Court to-day, Lord 
Justice Andrews decided that a railway ex- 
cursion ticket-holder is not entitled to com- 
pensation for injuries caused by negligence of 
the railway company’s servants in the course 
of a journey. He reversed a decision of the 
Belfast Recorder, who had awarded Bridget 
Devlin, of Coalisland, Co. Tyrone,.15 guineas 
damages in a claim against the Great 
Northern Railway Company. 

The Judge said that plaintiff took a return 
excursion ticket from Coalisland to Warren- 
point. When the train was about to leave 
Warrenpoint on the return journey a porter 
pushed a drunken man into the compartment 
and slammed the door on the woman’s thumb, 
which was badly injured. Had she possessed 
an ordinary ticket she would clearly have 
been entitled to damages, but the railway 
company were relieved of liability by the 
conditions of the issue of the excursion 
ticket, which denied to the holder a right of 
claim for injury.

Breakfast-time grumble No. 1 in most 
homes takes this form : ‘The post is late 
again this morning.” After seeing something 
of how the postal service works 1 have made 
a resolution not to give tongue to a grumble 
like that again. 

A few days ago I made a journey from 
Dublin to Cork with the staff of a Travelling 
Post Office—or, to use the official expression, 
“a T.P.O0.” Asa result 1 am convinced that 
if letters are late it is not the fault of the 
postal service, unless, of course, your post- 
man is popular with the maids at houses 
further up the road. 

_ But, seriously, how would you like to start 
work at 6.15 on one morning in a railwav 
carriage (a cold one, at that) in Kingsbridge 
Station, travel to Cork, and then return to 
Dublin at 3.30 on the following morning? 
Personally, 1 should dislike the job very 


much, but Mr. Joseph Gilligan, the Assistant 
Superintendent of I.P.0.’s, who made the 
journey to Cork with me, says that men who 
once get into the travelling branch of the 
postal service rarely change back to the 
routine of ‘‘inside’’ Jife—there is a little 
extra pay attached to the job, and to me, at 
least, there seemed less ‘‘ red tape’’ than is 
usually associated with the Government Ser- 
vice, but it takes a lot to compensate. for 
starting work soon after 6 o'clock in the 
morning. 


SILENCE WAS GOLDEN 

On the morning of my trip to Cork I de- 
cided, in my own mind, that it was impos- 
sible to sort through all the letters in the 
mountain of mail bags, which almost blocked 
the entrance to the Travelling Post Office 
van, before we got to Cork. It is 
just as well that I did not 
voice my opinion, because when the 
train steamed into Cork all that remained in 
the van was the mail for the offices served 
by Cork City post offices, and about thirty 
letters that had been wrongly addressed, 
After all, one must expect a little delay to 
a letter which is addressed to ‘‘ Sligo, Co. 
Tipperary.” 

The T.P.O. van, which is usually attached 


of a row of pigeon holes, each labelled with 
the name of a town or postal district, down 
one side, and a lot of hooks for the bags 
between the windows on the other. 
window side also has the sliding doors for 
the mail delivery apparatus and the net. for 
collecting mail bags from stations at which 
the train does not stop. 

For three-quarters of an hour before the 
train started the crew—six of them, with 
Mr. Michael Walsh as the overseer—were 
already at work sorting letters into their re- 
spective pigeon holes. At one end the ordi- 
nary size letters were dealt with, and at 
the other big packets and newspapers were 
tipped out of the bags and into a trough 
below the pigeon holes. 


SPEED 
Then the train steamed out into the dark- 
ness of the early morning, and it was some 
time before 1 could stand steady without

The rumble of a culvert, the roar of a way- 
side station, followed by the noise of the 
train passing through a cutting, in fact dozens 
of combinations of railway sounds, tell the 
crew of the T.P.Q. just where they are at 
any particular moment. It takes a long time 
to develop “ an ear for places,’’ but these 
men were able to tell me what station we 
had passed without even halting in their work 
to listen. 

At some stations we stopped and the bags 
for the district would be quickly passed out 
to a waiting postman, at. other places we 
made more “express deliveries ”’ by 
means of the mail-bag apparatus, and so on 
(until we reached Knocklong. As we 

approached the station the bag was hung 
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The interior of a sorting van, 


seizing hold of something every time the train 
swayed. This swaying did not worry the 


sorters, however, and as the speed gradually t , 


increased to sixty miles an hour the letters 
continued to flow through their hands to the 
pigeon holes at more than thirty a minute— 
letters telling of love and laughter, death and 
sadness—they were just ‘‘ pieces of mail ” to 
these quick-fingered men. Although seats are 
fitted in front of the sorting racks I noticed 
that the men did not use them, all preferred 
to stand (on mats), because they could work 
faster that way. 

Suddenly there was some activity at the 
back-end of the coach, and Mr. J. J. Higgins, 
the overseer of mail bag apparatus, guided 
my stumbling feet over the mail bags to see 
how the post is delivered at sixty miles an 
hour. A postman was on his knees packing 
a mail bag into a leather pouch and strapping 
it up tightly. Four.such pouches were pre- 
pared and hung on to arms outside the coach, 

““ Four for Sallins,” remarked the postman, 
and then, almost before I had seen what was 
happening, there was a loud bang as the arms, 
relieved of their loads by a net beside the 
track, sprang back into position on the coach 
—the mails had been delivered. 

Of course, it was still dark outside, so l 


out on the arm and a net was lowered out 
from the coach just behind and above the 
There were two quick reports—one bag 
had been delivered—it releases itself on its 
leather strap as soon as it touches the bar 
of the receiving net—and (on the same prin- 
ciple) another bag had been delivered into 
the van. This was quickly opened and its 
contents took their place on the sorting 
tables. 

Bags for delivery by the apparatus never 
weigh more than 50!b.—20lb. of mails and 
30lb. of the leather pouch which protects the 
letters from damage. It seems odd to me 
that if I carry a letter about in my pocket 
for a couple of hours it gets crumpled and 
dirty; yet the letters in bags get thrown 
about, perhaps knocked off into a wayside 
net while the train is travelling at top speed, 
and do not look half as bad as the one iu 
my pocket. 


As we ran into the outskirts of Cork the 
last bag of letters was made up and the crew 
prepared for its ‘‘time off.” They are free 
from the time they reach Cork until the night 
mail leaves at 9 p.m, reaching Dublin at 
3.30 a.m., and so to bed, for they do not 


go on duty that day, Living in a train:

‘‘Gentlemen, don’t punish. him; I forgive 
him. He didn’t meas to do it,” appealed 
Mrs. Kate Bartley, widow of the deceased 
man, when leaving the witness-box, having 
given evidence at Longford Circuit Court to- 
day in the manslaughter charge against John 
Joseph Clarke, aged 21, Barraghmore, Drum- 
lish, in connection with the death of her 
husband, Thomas Bartley, aged 67, who died 
in Longford County Hospital on 6th Decem- 
ber last from injuries received on 4th De- 
ceinber. 

Francis Reilly, Francis McPartland and 
Bernard Grimes gave evidence that they, 
with Bartley, had been repairing a laneway 
near Bartley’s house. Clarke was taking 
away the lane scrapings for se pa when 
Bartley left his work and went up 140 yards 
to object. The men heard arguing, but 
saw no blow. 

James Reilly, aged thirteen, a stepson of 
the dead man, gave evidence of seeing 
the two men quarrel and Clarke strike Bartley 
with a graip. 

The accused man, in evidence, said that 
Bartley came down from his work and 
ordered him to stop taking the stuff from 
the lane. Witness said that he had got 
authority to take it, and Bartley, with the 
shovel, knocked the stuff off witness’s graip 
three or four times and then made a blow at

SECOND charge of murder was pre- 
A ferred against Dorothea Nancy 

Waddingham (54) and Ronald Joseph 
Sullivan (41), when they appeared on remand 
at, Nottingham yesterday. They had been 
charged with the murder of Miss Ada Louisa 
Baguley, a 50 years old cripple, on September 
11th, 1935, and yesterday ches were charged 
with murdering Leuisa Baguley, her mother, 
on May 12th last. . Both women died in a 
nursing home in Devon Drive, Sherwood, car- 
ried on by Nurse Waddingham and Sullivan. 

Mr. J. P. Stimson, prosecuting, said Mrs. 
Baguley’s body was exhumed five months 
after death, which had been given as due to 
cardiac degeneration. 

The post-mortem was made by Dr. Roche 
Lynch and two other doctors, and it was 
found that there was a presence of an 
alkaloid into which either morphia or heroin 
would be expected to be converted in a body 
in the length of time elapsing after death. 
In the view of Dr. Roche Lynch even a trace 
of it in that period of time which had elapsed 
indicated more than a medicinal dose. 

Mr. Stimson asked what was the ex- 
lanation of morphia being found in Ada 
Banaie’s body. According to Nurse Wad- 
dingham, he said, she gave Miss Baguley 
medicine the night before she died. In that 
medicine there might have been chlorodyne 
or possibly morphia. 

John Kirkland Lane, legal adviser to the 
Baguley family, said that on April 27 last 
Sullivan told him that Miss Baguley desired 
to make a will. He drew up a will, but 
neither of the prisoners was present. 
The will left Miss Baguley’s property to 
Sullivan and Nurse Waddingham absolutely 
in consideration of their giving an under- 
taking to look after her. The total estate 
would be approximately £1,600. Of this, the 
approximate value .of the. :eal estate was 
£1,000.

RITICISM oí the Free State Govern- 
C ment is contained in the annual report, 
of the Irish Labour Party, which was 
Following a 
review of the financial condition of the 
country, which the report calls a “ financiers’ 
El Dorado,’ it is stated that the party 
believes that there has been displayed the 
greatest solicitude on the part of the State 
for the section of the community which is 
endowed with. wealth, and an unwillingness 
to attend to the needs of the people without 
property. 
The ‘‘disintegration’’ of the Blue Shirt 
movement is noted in the report, with the 
comment that ‘‘ our experience of this brief 
experiment in Fascism will not readily be 
forgotten.”’ 

The responsibility of office is regarded as 
the motive which turned the Government 
away from the programme mapped out in 
the earlier stages of its career, and its efforts 
to help the poor, the report says, ‘* are made 
at the expense of the poor,” amd under the 
present system “they will not banish 
poverty.” 

It is stated in the report that local 
authorities are unable to obtain money needed 
for social services, except at prohibitive 
rates, though the Stock Exchange and foreign 
borrowers are able to get favourable terms. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


An analysis of the unemployment returns, 
the report states, demonstrates the injustice 
inflicted on the unemployed in the rural 
districts by the operation of the unemploy- 
ment period orders, and, the report adds, in 
making the orders the provisions of the Act 
were side-tracked in a “ skilful, but question- 
able, manner.”’ 

‘It may be fairly said,” states the re- 
port, “that in most parts of the country 
conditions improved somewhat for the agri- 
culturist during 1935,” and ‘‘all sections of 
land-holders derived benefit from the con- 
tribution made by the State towards relief 
of rates on agricultural land.” Schemes 
for the assistance of tillage farmers, '' note 
withstanding their shortcomings,’’ represen: 
ted a big effort to assist agriculture. 


IDLE LANDS 


Remarking on idle lands in the country, 
the report states that the time has arrived 
for the State to survey the whole question 
of land values. The agricultural labourer 
had been passed by most of the social legis- 
lation enacted by the Oireachtas. — 

A paragraph on factory inspection states 
that the existing law relating to health and 
safety in workshops is obsolete, and that the 
returns published by the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce show that In many 
cases the inspection is too casual, and that 
it cannot detect many minor abuses of which 
workers complain. ' 

The lack of cheap money and the ex- 
cessive prices of building materials are stated 
in the report to militate against the erec- 
tion of suitable houses to be let at mode- 
rate rents to workers, and it adds that, unless 
the Government takes energetic measures to 
secure credit facilities for local authorities 
on advantageous terms, and to reduce the 
price of materials, the number of houses 
erected in the next few years will show a 
serious diminution.
